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High court tightens rules 
for fed set-aside efforts

A bid that was $1700 too high may have cost minority businesses across-the 
country $10 billion in federal procurement opportunitigs 

ina decision which heartened the opponents of affirmative action -- and dismayed 
its supporters -- the U.S. Supreme Court ruled that the federal government, just like 
state and local governments, must justify its use of race to create programs setting 
aside contracts for minority and female-owned businesses, At the same time, the 5-4 
decision, written by Justice Sandra Day O'Connor -- who also wrote the Croson 
decision, which overturned the city of Richmond's minority business set-aside pro- 
gram, did not deal a death. blow to the notion of minority business programs 

The case was filed by Adarand Construction Company, a white-owned business 
which bid on a guard-rail contract in Colorado, Under the federal Surface Transpor- 
tation Act, companies must award 10 percent of their federal highway contracts to 
certified Disadvantaged: Business Enterprises (DBEs) 

Adarand had bid on the guard-rail work, in a contract awarded to Mountain Gravel 
and Construction. But Mountain Gravel and Construction awarded the job to Gon- 
zales Construction Company, a Hispanic-owned firm, despite the fact that their bid 
was $1700 higher. 

Adarand sued in federal court, and lost at the district and state level, the courts 
there having held that the federal government, under the previously-decided Fullilove 
decision, had the right to establish race-based programs 

It was a right the Supreme Court, in its decision recently, severely limited 

Chief Justice William Rehnquist and Justice Anthony Kennedy, Antonin Scalia and 
Clarence Thomas all agreed with O'Connor in the result, although Scalia and Thomas 
filed concurring opinions. Justices John Stevens, Ruth Ginsburg, David Souter and 
Stephen Breyer dissented. £ 

“(W)henever the government treats any person unequally because of his or her 
race, that person has suffered an injury that falls squarely within the language and 
spirit of the Constitution's guarantee of equal protectin," O'Connor wrote, "Consis- 
tency does recognize that any individual *suffers an” injury when he or she is 
disadvantaged by the government because of his or her race, whateverthat race may 
be.” 

However; O'Connor did not say that the federal government could not enact 
race-based programs; only that such programs must bear the "strict scrutiny” of the 
court; they must be “narrowly tailored," and pursue a “compelling governmental 
interest." 

"The unhappy persistence of both the practice and the lingering effects of racial 
discrimination against minority groups in this country is an unfortunate reality, and 
government is not disqualified from acting in response to it," O Connor wrote

The project also has drives 
scheduled at the NAACP, the 
Comin’ Home celebration in the Mt

Stokes went on to point out that 
in the 1890's, the gunfight era, 
citizens used to carry guns. Thena 
Sheriff named Wyatt Earp made it 
illegal for anyone but law enforce- 
ment to carry, weapons. He 
believed the action would stop 
many of the gun battles that took 
place in his town 

Stokes said- bY adopting SB 68 
the progress that has been made 
since the days of Sheriff Earp 
would be canceled ‘ 

Stokes concluded that he was 
not opposed to citizens using guns 
to hunt, and protect their homes 
but he was opposed to abusive use 
of firearms, Stokes also serves as 
president of the national Fraternal 
Order of Police. “The FOP's con- 
cerns are for citizen's and for law 
enforcement officer's safety 

"| cannot believe that we as a 
society want to,encourage Carrying 
a weapon hidden on a person, Grif- 
fin said. “Are we to feel more com- 
fortable attending a sold-out OSU 
football game, walking through the 
City Center or watching Red, White 
and Boom!, knowing that hundreds 
of people are carrying concealed 
weapons?" 

Mike Tanner, president of the 
Fraternal Order of Police Capital 
City Lodge #9, is also opposed to 
the proposed legislation. "By in 
creasing firearm sales, we are 
decreasing conflict management 
skills," Tanner said. "We are strong- 
ly opposed to this bill." 

Griffin sited some statistics from 
other states where similar legisia- 
tion has already been passed. In 
1986, Florida passed a conceal- 
carry law. Information from Hand- 
gun Control, Inc. shows that from 
1987 to 1993, the violent crime rate 
increased by 17.8 percent. In 1993, 
Florida had the highest rate. of 
violent crime in the nation, accord 
ing to FBI Uniform Crime Reports 

Statistics from the Columbus 
Division of Police show there were 
941 arrests for carrying a con 
cealed weapon in Columbus for 
1994.“One.can only assume that 
passage of SB 68 would just add to 
the number of people carrying con- 
cealed weapons in our streets - 
only then it would be legal,” Griffin 
said 

Griffin pointed out that although 
a person may be a law-abiding 
citizen at the time of applying for a 
permit for a concealed weapon, it 
does not mean they will remain a 
law-abiding citizen, especially after 
the use of drugs and alcohol 

Council voted for the resolution 
after hearing objections from 
Columbus Police Jackson and Tan- 
ner. Jackson and the Fraternal 
Order of Police are in accordance 
that SB 68 would make the job of 
law enforcement more difficult and 
dangerous. 

“Those on the front lines in the 
war against crime - our law enfor 
cement professionals - have lined 
up against the conceal-carry law," 
Griffin said, "The people of Colum- 
bus, Franklin County and the state 
of Ohio must stand up together and 
urge the defeat of SB 68.

Simba is an Afri-centric mentor- 
ing program sponsored by Franklin 
County Children Services (FCCS) 
Simba, Swahili for young dion 
matches Black boys under agency 
care with African-American men 
who act as mentors, role models 
and guides. The program uses rites 
of passage principles to help guide 
boys to manhood 

"Men Calling Men to Action" has 
been a powerful recruitment tool for 
Simba. Many of the more than 100 
men working through the program 
were called on by friends and as- 
sociates to get involved. It was 
Simba mentor Doug Stevens who 
first introduced Mike Thomas to the 
program nearly three years ago 

Simba mentor Mike Thomas, a 
34 year-old program coordinator 
with the Columbus and Ohio Health 
Departments, is currently matched 
with to mentees. He began working 
with 11 year-old Calvin about two 
and a half years ago 

"Calvin is very creative and artis- 
tic: One of our main objectives was 
to get him to be more vocal and 
express his feelings more," ex- 
plains Thomas, Through lots of hard 
work by all involved, Calvin has 
grown a lot over the past two years 
He has gotten involved in activities 
that promote his artistic talents and 
"he's doing better all around," 
Thomas proudly reports. 

With Calvin's needs changing 
Thomas decided to take on another 
challenge. "I know there were lots 
of other boys waiting for mentors,” 


said Thomas of his decision to take 


on a second mentee 

After discussing it with Calvin 
Thomas was matched last winter 
with 12 year-old Cameron. "At first 
they would challenge each other, 
the way brothers do; who would ride 
inthe front seatand things like that, 
says Thomas of the early interac- 
tion betweén the boys. Thomas 
thinks the challenge was good for 
Calvin, who was by then having no 
trouble communicating his feelings 

"What has actually happened is 
that they really help each other. 
They like the time the three of us 
spend together. Sometimes | feel 
like a third wheel. | thought it would 
be alot more work, but I'm spending 
the same amount of time with the 
two boys as | spent with Calvin." 

As a Simba mentor Thomas 
made a commitment to spend at 
least several hours a month with his 
mentees over at least six months 
Like most other mentors in the pro- 
gram Thomas has more than met 
his commitment to the” boys. He 
says, there is almost never a 
shortage of things to do. "We go 
bowling, to movies, play ball and 
things like that. Sometimes things 
aren't planned, we just spend time 
together. We also go to Simba 
sponsored events," 

Working with young people is not 
new for Thomas. The Georgia na- 
tive first worked with Big 
Brothers/Big Sisters in 1988 while 
he was living in St. Louis. From time 
to time, he still talks to the young 
man who was his first mentee 

"As adults, we sometimes give 
up too easily on kids. We sell our- 
selves short. We have to be willing 
to do what we can. No one is going 
to change overnight. But we can do 
incremental things. We can be 
there for kids. We can allow kids to

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Turning back the clock 


nthe measured cadences of the professional and 
sober judges that they are, the U.S. Supreme 
Court has, over the past few years, accomplished 


what no sweating, rednecked race-baiter could 
achieve: a massive, national retreat on the 
cornerstones of civil rights. Of course, the court itself 
would deny this. It would speak in ringing terms of how 
the Constitution is colorblind; how racial categories are 
invidious; even how, in the words of Justice Clarence 
Thomas, set-aside programs can “stamp minorities 
with a badge of inferiority." 

But the result is the same: the Supreme Court has 
made common effect, if not common cause, with the 
consistent and vigorous opponents of minority advan- 
cement through almost all its decisions of the past 
decade. 

Continuing the trend were two decisions on the 
same day -- the Adarand decision, which overturned a 
federal transportation program granting preferences to 
disadvantaged business enterprises; and the Kansas 
City schoo! desegregation case, in which the court 
ruled that a lower court had improperly ordered the 
State of Missouri to help pay for an ambitious remedy 
to the segregation in the Kansas City schools. 

In the Adarand case, the court held that the federal 
government must meet the same standard that the 
court required in the Croson case, a standard of “strict 
scrutiny” for any racial classification. The ruling not 
only overtumed a decision of just five years ago, the 
Metro Broadcasting v. FCC case, which upheld a 
federal program providing incentives for minority busi- 
nesses to acquire federal broadcast licenses; it also 
overturned the Fullilove v. Klutznick decision of 1980, 
which in approving a rigid 10 percent set-aside for 
minority businesses asserted that the federal govern- 
ment has the right to enact such a statute. 

The decision by Sandra Day O'Connor also seemed 
to repudiate her own logic in the Croson case, in which 
O'Connor argued in agreement with the Fullilove 
decision that the federal government has the power to 
enact federal statutes that makes it differ from the 
States. That is an inconsistency which prompted one 
Justice, John Stevens -- who actually voted against the 
Fullilove decision in 1980 -- to question the court's 
majority. 

lf the far more rigid program enacted in. 1977, the 
Economic Development Act set-aside program that 
was upheld by the Fulliloye decision, was proper in 
1980, "it must follow as night follows the day” that the 
more flexible program enacted in 1987 under the 
federal Surface Transportation Act was constitutional 

Stevens added an important note: a strict consisten- 
cy, like a strict construction of the constitution, can 
effectively undermine the goal of racial justice in this 
nation 

Such “consistency”, which the O'Connor-led court 
said it was calling for “would treat a Dixiecrat Senator's 
decision to vote against Thurgood Marshall's confirma: 
tion in order to keep African Americans off the Supreme 
Court on a par with President Johnson's evaluation of 
his nominee's race as a positive factor." 


But it is obviously not truly “consistency” that the 
court wants: it is a radical turning back of the clock on 
civil rights and racial justice which seems to be the 
effect, if not the cause, of the court's decisions, 

It can be seen éven more clearly in the school 
desegregation case. There is no question that Kansas 
City schools were brutally segregated. While they had 
been previously segregated by law, the segregation 
ultimately became a matter of class mingled with race. 
And there should be no quesiion of the impact of that 
segregation: a Kansas City school district that was 
poorly educating its Black students, and the few whites 
that remained 

What the lower court had ordered was a huge plan 
which would create high-quality "magnet schools" as a 
draw to suburban whites -- and as a spur to more 
natural integration, while also resulting in the upgrading 
of educational opportunities for Kansas City’s Black 
students as well, 

But this was not enough. Chief Justice William 
Rehnquist -- who, we should not forget, was the clerk 
to Justice Robert Jackson urging him to vote against 
the Brown v. Board of Education ruling which originally 
desegregated the nation’s public schools -- held that 
Kansas City's plan was an impermissible effort to 
promote cross-district integration, which had been out- 
lawed in the Detroit case in 1973 

Education, as Thurgood Marshall recognized 50 
years ago in beginning the fight to integrate American 
society, is different, It is the bridge to opportunity for 
millions of Americans; it is the institution which will 
ultimately develop the minds of our young people, 
Black and white. 

To effectively segregate education on the basis of 
race -- and thereby to provide lower-quality educational 
programs and resources -- is to consign a whole class 
of people to a second-class future because of their race 
and class. 

But that’s what the court seems to be prepared to 
do in this ruling, by the same 5-4 majority which over- 
turned Adarand. In this ruling, the Supreme Court -- so 
eager to sét its Stamp on the racial debate in opposition 
to federal intervention to promote racial integration :- 
even went beyond the bounds of its own rules, by ruling 
on the scope of the lower court's remedial authority -- 
an action that was not at issue jn the case. “Given the 
deep, Inglorious history of segregation in Missouri," 
Justice Ruth Ginsburg said, "to curtail desegregation 
at this time and in this manner is an action at once too 
swift-and too soon," But this court obviously does not 
care about the “inglorious history of segregation in 
Missouri" -- or, seemingly, about the inglorious history 
of racism in the United States 

It is more concerned about enacting its own vision 
of a colorblind society -- a vision which, tragically, gives 
aid and comfort to some of the nation's most committed 
bigots 

It is a tragedy that the Supreme Court ~ which was 
once a beacon of hope for Blacks who had been so 
long oppressed in American society -- has become the 
agent of a sharp turn to the right (and backward) on 
civil nghts 


Backsliding on welfare 


ast week, we applauded the Ohio House 

Finance-Appropriations Committee for its 

measured and sensible look at welfare reform 
We believed that the measure passed, which did not 
call for any time limits on the use of welfare and made 
a number of common-sense reforms which would cre- 
ate greater incentives for welfare recipients to work, 
was a strong bipartisan step in the right direction 

Sadly, we were premature in our endorsement of the 
committee's work.” Because the full House, with the 
support of all the Republicans and some Democrats, 
has added language to the sensible and reasonable bill 
which left the committee that will make the measure, 
House Bill 167, among the most draconian in the 
nation. 

\t would, foc the first time, impose a time limit on 
benefits, by allowing welfare recipients to receive 
benefits only for a total of 24 months. This is even more 
restrictive than the legislation being proposed in 
Washington, which would set limits of 24 consecutive 
months and no more than five years total. 

This is a disturbing decision by the House. It will 
potentially affect all 250,000 families on welfare - 
has aa the families who have already received 

efits for more than two years 

The arguments against time limits for receiving wel- 
fare are many -- and sensible. Many welfare recipients 
do not have the skills, work history and’ training which 
will enable them to escape dependency permanently. 
While HB 167 will, we believe, improve their likelihood 
of gaining those skills and work history, it may not be 
enough, And the imposition of a time limit could force 
some people out without income, who are effectively 
unemployable. 

The limit also is insensitive to the demands that 
many low-income single mothers have in raising their 
children, Studies and anecdotal evidence have found 
that one of the primary reasons that low-income single 
working mothers lose their jobs is the demand of family 
responsibilities. Single warking mothers must often 
work in low-paid, low-skilled, dead-end jobs which pro- 
vide few, it any benefits for their children. And if they 
must take time off from the job to see about their 
children's needs -- dental appointments; school dis-

ciplinary problems; even, in many cases, serious medi- 
cal conditions -- they are often fired for absenteeism. 
Simply imposing a two-year limit, without recognizing 
these serious problems, will result in many poor 
mothers facing a dangerous choice: to neglect their 
children's emotional and other needs in order to pro- 
vide food and shelter. In an age of expanding children's 
fights. and parental responsibility, no parent should be 
threatened with utter destitution for choosing to proper- 
ly parent their children. 

The limit is insensitive to the economic realities of 
the state's inner city neighborhoods. A study a couple 
of years ago by a Cleveland State University professor 
found that the unemployment rate among Black men 
in the City of Cleveland was more than 50 percent -- at 
a time when the overall rate was less than seven 
percent. Even now, as unemployment rates (despite a 
slight upturn recently) are at levels near their 20-year 
lows, inner-city neighborhoods have been suffering 
from a loss of available job opportunities, as most new 
jobs are springing up along the state's outerbelts and 
in its suburbs and exurbs, Without real strategies to 
link low-income persons to job opportunities through 
reliable and affordable transportation, the promise of a 
job is & cruel joke. 

And finally, the limit will likely hurt the very people 
the advocates claim to want to help -- the children. 
Since a family could only receive ADC for two years in 
a five-year period, éxpulsion trom the program could 
mean years without any check. Since the bulk of the 
welfare check is designed as a subsidy to the children, 
how will the children be taken care of ifthe mother has 
no income; may have child care costs which could 
exceed any benefit fram sel and has no transpor- 
tation to get to the available jobs anyway? A limit of 
this type could be absolutely destructive of family 
preservation efforts for the many poor, but stable, 
families that depend on welfare simply to survive. 

Gov. George Voinovich has said that he does not

Hate: an Ohio problem? 


The April 19 bombing of the Alfred 
P. Murrah federal building in Ok- 
lahoma City, in which 168 persons 
(including 19 children) were killed, 
has brought to light a growing num- 
ber of far right-wing groups. called 
“militias” which are operating in a 
number of states. 

The alleged bomber, Timothy Mc-_ 
Veigh, had apparently associated 
with one of these groups, the 
Michigan Militia, and one of the mem- 
bers of the militia, Terry Nichols, has been charged ir 
addition to McVeigh. 

In Montana, the Montana Militia has gained a 
reputation as being anti-Black, anti-Semitic, and anti- 
government, including allegations of threats against 
Public officials in that state. 

The ground for that type of action ripe in Ohio? 
State Rep. Otto Beatty thinks it might be, and he has 
some support. 

Beatty has introduced House Bill 257, which would 
stiffen penalties for hate crimes in Ohio, including the 
levying of fines of up to $100,000 for organized groups 
promoting acts of political, ethnic or religious intimida- 
tion, It has already been heard by the House Judiciary 
and Criminal Justice Committee. 

Beatty Introduced his measure two weeks before 
the Oklahoma bombing. 

“One could see the melting pot of America coming 
to a boil," Beatty said. “There was need for this lagis- 


lation long before the tragedy in Oklahoma city.” al- 


though its timing represented a “sad coincidence." 

Ohio has not been known as a state reflecting a 
hotbed of racist activity. But that does not mean there 
has been no activity. 

Arecent edition of the New York Times described a 
militia located in Columbus, E Pluribus Unum, a part of 
the growing."Patriot Movement" across the country~ E 
Pluribus Unum has even gained the suppor of at least 
one Black, James Johnson, who was mentioned in the 
article, 

Alan Katchen, head of the Anti-Defamation League, 
said that, while other states have been in the forefront 
of this right-wing movement, there are seeds of trouble 
in Ohio. 

“| think (the militia movement in Ohio is) a problem, 
it's a potential threat," Katchen said. "When you have 
groups involved with paramilitary training, in the ser- 
vice of a militant ideology." 

While these groups, as a matter of course, "give out 
large numbers" for their support to the public -- and 
thus any public measures of support may be "inflated 
considerably" -- Ohio still has one of the largest militias 
in the nation, the Ohio Unorganized Militia, According 
to the ADL, other Ohio groups include the Pike County 
Militia, the neo-Nazi SS Action Group and a group 
called the “Patriots which meets in Cincinnati and 
conducts paramilitary training in Clermont County. 

While “people have backed off a bit following the 
tragedy at Oklahoma City," there are still at least 
several hundred folks involved with the organization, 
Katchen, whose group monitors the actly < of hate 
groups, believes. 
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The presence of Johnson in one of the groups -- he 
is reported to be active in the movement nationally -- 
may indicate what Katchen believes: that the groups 
are not inherently racist and anti-Semitic, 

But that was slight comfort: Katchen said that many 
of the key members of the leadership of the movement 
were racist and anti-Semitic. 

“Some of the leaders in some of the groups do have 
histories of involvement in hate groups,” although most 
of the members do not, Katchen said. 

“Most of (the members) are not active bigots, but 
the leaders are, and it colors the whole movement.” 

Aspecial report of the ADL, "Paranoia as Patriotism: 
Far-Right Influences on the Militia Movement," 
describes the web of interlocking relationships that 
bind groups with an avowed racist ideology together 
with the presumably non-racist militia movement. The 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms’ 1991 siege 
against white supremacist Randy Weaver, which 
resulted in the shooting of his wife and son, has been 
a rallying cry of the militia movement, ~The Patriot 
groups have also apparently established linkages with 
the “Christian Identity" movement, which promotes 
white power and anti-Semitism, and the bombing of the 
Alfred P. Murrah federal building has eerie similarities 
with a bombing in “The Turner Diaries", a right-wing 
novel originally written in 1978 by William Pierce, a 
leader in the Christian Identity movement. 

The Aryan Nations, one of the leading groups of the 
Christian Identity movement, has links to the neo-Nazis 
and the Ku Klux Klan. It teaches that Blacks are "mud 
people," and Jews are "children of Satan." And ata 
conference the group held at Hayden Lake, Idaho, in 
1990, one of the featured speakers was John Troch- 
mann, later the founder of the Militia of Montana. 

To Katchen, one of the tragedies of the past few 
years has been the unwillingness of many mainstream 
groups to take the militia movement seriously as a 
threat to American liberty. 

Six months before the Oklahoma City bombing, 
Katchen said, the ADL put out a fact-finding report. 
“Armed and Dangerous: Militias Take Aim at the 
Federal Government,” in which they discussed a num- 
ber of the major militia movements in the nation -- 
including Michigan, whose tenuous links to McVeigh 
are being examined by federal prosecutors. 

But the report sank like a stone, 

"When we issued that initial report, frankly, there 
were a lot of people who did. not take it seriously," 
Katchen said. 

A:-bombed-out building and 167 dead bodies later, 
they take it seriously now.

Just a casual mention in acasual way 
about four individuals who were on the wrong side of 
bullets or knives. 

Had Nicole Simpson been any other person to meet 
any untimely and violent death at the hands of another, 
she too would have Rater just a casual mention in the 
local press. But by virtue of her ma to a famous 
athlete that all changed. And it changed our lives too,

Juneteenth is the oldest holiday 
observance. of freedom from 
slavery. African Americans were 
forced to submit to Slavery for more 
than 200 years prior to December 
1860 and March 1861, when nine 
southern states seceded from the 
Union and joined the Confederacy 

On Sept. 22, 1865, President 
Lincoln issued a proclamation 
notifying the rebellious states that 
if they did not return to the Union 
by Jan. 1, 1863, he would declare 
their slaves “forever free," leading 
to the celebrated Emancipation 
Proclamation. Congress later 
passed the 13th amendment (Jan 
31, 1865) abolishing slavery 
throughout all of the jurisdiction 
This was necessary because the 
Emancipation Proclamation did 
not outlaw slavery throughout the 
whole country, but only in the 
states that seceded from the 
Union ‘ 

June 19, 1865, was the day that 
the message.of freedom reached 
Waco, Texas. This is where-the 
popular name Juneteenth comes 
from, although the freedom mes- 


finally seems to have it all together. 
“It's a, completely different space 
and time for me," she says. “I've 
experienced some spiritual growth 
that has allowed me to really get 
back to what | enjoy doing best.

National child abuse 
statistics released 


An estimated 3.14 million 
children were reported as alleged 
victims of child abuse and neglect 
last year in the United States, ac- 
cording to the National Commit- 
tee to Prevent Child Abuse's 
annual survey of child protective 
services agencies. This repre- 
sents an increase of nearly five 
percent from 1993 and a 63 per- 
cent increase overall in the ten 
years that the survey has been 
conducted. The committee 
releases updated statistics each 
year as part of their recognition of 

- National Child Abuse Prevention 
Month inAprit: 

Since 1983, the month of April 
has been established nationally 
as the time of year when or- 
ganizations, businesses, hospi- 
tals, schools, religious 
organizations and social service 
agencies throughout the country 
work together to promote public 
awareness of child abuse and its 
prevention. The theme of this 
year's National Child Abuse 
Prevention Month is "The More 
You Help, the Less They Hurt.” 

The Center for Child Abuse 
Prevention at Children’s Hospital, 
Franklin County Children Ser- 
vices, Turning Point, Crittenton 
Family Services, FIRSTLINK, 
and the Franklin County Alcohol 
Drug Addiction and Mental Health 
Board have joined forces this year 
to promote National Child Abuse 
Prevention Month in the greater 
Columbus area. Through a 
variety of activities and partner- 
ships, the agencies hope to:

Despite their prevalence in 
today's society, single parents 
often feel like they're “going it 
alone." That's one reason why 
agents with Ohio State University 
Extension started a Single Parent 
Family Camp six years ago, and 
it's why organizers see a lot of 
repeat business each year. 

The week-end camp is held 
July 14-16, at Camp Palmer near 
Fayette in Fulton County. 
Registration materials are due by 
June 21. The cost is $39 per per- 
son for adults and youth age eight 
and older. The cost is $23 for 
children six or seven, and 
$18 for children three to five. 
Scholarships to cover up to half 
the cost are available for families 
with financial limitations, accord- 
ing to Nancy Recker, Family and 
Consumer Sciences agent in 
Allen county and one of the 


camp's organizers. 


“We average 60 or 70 families 
a year, and quite a few come year 
after year," said Recker. As a 
result of the camp, parents and 
children have reported -higher 
self-esteem, improved com- 
munication, and reduced stress. 

Camp activities include crafts, 
swimming, -canoging, volleyball, 
ar , and putt-putt . Clas- 
ses affered by Family and Con- 
sumer Sciences agents include 
communication, self-esteem, 
decision making, money 
management, parenting skilis, 
and stress mi nt,

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LEWIS SMOOT: 
A leader in the construction business

ie Smoot was 13 years old 

when his father, Sherman R, Smoot 

who had previously been working 
with his brothers in the construction 
business -- struck off on his own to 
build a business. 

The time was the summer of 
1946, and the place was Charles- 
ton, W.Va. It was*certainly not the 
most hospitable time or place for a 
Black man to begin a business. “I 
know it was very hard for us to get 
work," Sherman R. Smoot recalled. 
But Sherman R,. Smoot, just back 
from the service and emboldened 
by strong relationships with several 
white contractors with which he and 
his brothers had been working, 
decided to start out on his own 

And he had a helper. 

Sherman R. Smoot, 89 years old 
in Octoker but still possessing a 
sharp d8mmand of the events ori 
which his successful business was 
built, recalled that the 13-year-old 
Lewis expressed an interest in 
working with his father in the busi- 
ness over that summer. 

“He didn't go out and play 
baseball like the other kids were 
doing," Smoot Sr. recalled. "! told 
his mother, ‘let him go out with me, 
and in a couple of weeks he'll be out 
playing baseball.” But a couple of 
weeks turned into a 49-year invol- 
vement with one of the major Black- 
owned construction companies in 
the nation. "He hasn't played 
baseball since," Smoot Sr. recalled. 

It is that legacy of building -- the 
vision, the collaboration, and the 
hard, hard work -- that Lewis R. 
Smoot, Sr. has brought to the busi- 
ness world. And in doing so, he has 
been the recipient of a host of 
honors, most recently the 1995 
“man of the year" award ftom the 
Anti-Defamation League, 

At the Sherman R. Smoot Com- 
pany, of which Lewis Smoot has 
been president and chief executive 
officer since 1978, that legacy of 
building is summed up in a simple 
acronyn: CHIPP.

CHIPP_stands for Character, 
Humility, Integrity, Pride and Perfor- 
mance. And it haS been that for- 


mula which has led the Sherman R 


Smoot Company to rarified heights 
in the construction industry. 

The Anti-Defamation League's 
man of the year is being bestowed 
on Lewis R. Smoot Sr. for a wide 


range of community activities, in- 
cluding -his co-chairing the Com- 
munity Relations Commission, 

For Smoot, the honor is one of a 
host granted over the years for out- 
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standing community and business 
service. He has worked on behalf 
of the Alzheimers’ Disease Associa- 
tion; received the 1993 "Golden 
Achiever Award for Business" from 
Doctors’ Hospital, and been 
honored as the 1994 "Builder of the 
Dream" by the King Arts Complex. 

Smoot's reputation in the busi- 
ness community is demonstrated 
by awide range of affiliations: direc- 
tor of the:-Huntington National Bank; 
former director, Federal. Reserve 
Bank of Cleveland; a former trustee 
of Ohio University; vice-president of 
the board of the |-670 Transporta- 
tion Corridor Development Com- 
mission; and a former board 
member of the Columbus Area 
Chamber of Commerce. 

But Smoot's involvement in a 
wide range of community affairs 
flows out of a business which has 
been a national model for minority 
business development -- and for 
family-owned businesses, as well. 

And the success of Lewis R. 
Smoot, Sr. can be viewed from the 
perspective of a proud -- and suc- 
cessful -- father. 

Sherman R. Smoot has, in 
recent weeks, been slowed by a fall 
that leaves him at home. 

But he is preparing to go back to 
the office, where he worked up until 
the recent fall. He remain an in- 
tegral part of the Smoot operations. 
And he has a fellow businessman's 
awe -- as well as a father's pride -- 
about the success of his son. 

"I've never seen a man like him, 
he had so much ability for the work 


— 


he was doing," Sherman R. Smoot 


Says of his son's aptitude in the 


construction industry. “It was like 
he was.cut out and made for (con- 
struction)." 

While Lewis Smoot's involve- 
ment’ in the family business may 
have come ovef a summer of 
change, the seed of involyement 
had already been sown in the young 
man. 

"Clear back from the time he was 
11 years old, he told his mother he 
didn't want to take any profession, 
he wanted to go into business with 
me," Smoot Sr. recalled. But Sher- 
man FR, Smoot only learned of that 
drive to help in the construction 
business during that fateful summer 
of 1946. 

Smoot Sr. is easily able to 
catalogue the strengths his son 
brings to the operation of the fami- 
ly-owned business, 

In addition to his strong 
knowledge of construction, Smoot 
Sr. said his son was "very, very 
good with people, and he's very, 
very good with all the people that 
work for him." 

Lewis Smoot Sr. has been ‘in- 
tegral to the growth and develop- 
ment of the family-owned business, 
which (while it does not, by its own 
choice, appear on the list of Black 
Enterprise 100 businesses) is 
recognized as one of the top Black- 
owned businesses in the nation. 

His entire career has been spent 
with the company, starting with that 
summer of 1946; continuing 
through his graduation from 
Michigan State University in 1956, 
and rising through the ranks. 

Smoot's inculcation into. the 
family business has been a mark of 
his success, his father feels. "He 
has knowledge of what | was doing 
for the company, and what we were 
doing, along with his mother, helped 


* to promote his thinking. 


In fact, it was the influence of 
Lewis Smoot that resulted in the 
momentous decision to move the 
company to Columbus. "Young 
people were growing up in Charles- 
ton, and they got to the point where 
they all were leaving," Sherman 
Smoot recalled. "My son and his 
girlfriend (now wife) were talking 
about how they would be leaving." 
It was at this point that the Smoot 
family -- and the family business -- 
prepared to move. "We visited 
several other towns and places in 
Ohio, but we wound up in Colum- 
bus,” Smoot Sr. remembered. And 
in that move, the company was able 
to retain a number of previous cus- 
tomers -- and build an additional 
base of satisfied customers to be- 
come one of largest construction 
companies in Columbus. 

This final phase of the 
company's growth has been guided 
by Lewis Smoot, and has led to 
operations in Indiana and 
Washington, D.C. in addition to 


«Columbus, But it has been built on 


the foundation forged in that hot 
Charleston summer of 1946. "A 
business is what you make it, how 
you build it," Sherman R. Smoot 
said. "This business has been built 
on honesty and integrity, and that’s 
the way we want to continue it." 
And the corporate tradition, he 
believes, is in the strongest of 
hands. “I'm very proud of him," 
Smoot Sr. said of his son Lewis. "I 
don't know of another one like him."

The curse

There seems to be 
a curse on the city when it comes to the 
professional sports trying to win champion- 
ships, The Browns fans have to go back to 
the days of the immortal Jim Brown for that 
championship feeling. In the present they 
have watched as Brian Sipe, Bernie Kosar 
and now Vinnie Testarverde have gotten 
them close but no cigar. And it is no ques- 
tion that John Elway is a bad word in 
Cleveland because of the pain and anguish 
that he continues to cause the fans. The 
Cavaliers have been shot down by the 
Jordan dilemma. Back in the daysywhen the 
Cavs fielded their best teams in years with 
Price, Nance, Daughtery and Williams, but 
Jordan always found a way to beat them. 
Cleveland is probably the only place-in 
America where Jordan is booed, but he 
loves it and admitted after a game, at least 
they are dedicated to the team, so you can't 
blame them. But no matter what the fans 
continue to stick by their teams hoping just 
one time to break the jinx so that they can 
celebrate in true fashion 

If-any town deserves to win some type 
of championship it is Cleveland. Even 
though | have to admit that | may not be 
Cleveland's favorite son, it was amnazing to 
see the jubilation that the fans showed 
when they beat the Dallas Cowboys during 
the regular season. You could have sworn 
that they had won the super bowl, Or even 
when Michael Jordan returned to 
Cleveland this season after ending his 
retirement and having one more time to 
break the Cleveland fans hearts. But when 
he missed the fans went ballistic and finally 
felt that they had received a little satisfac- 
tion for their many year's of dedication. All 
that | can say is that the Indians have a 
great chance to win the world series this 
year, But it was like they were in the same 
position last year and boom - here comes 
the strike, oh well it seems like its always 
something. 

Even with the somewhat inconceivable 
trades made by the organizations the fans 
still stay true to form. For instance with the 
Cavs trading the initial draft pick back in the 
day that initially would select Magic 
Johnson and start a dynasty on the west 
coast with the Lakers, Imagine that, five 
championships banners hanging in Gund 
Arena. And what about the trade that still 
to this day baffles half of Ohio, Ron Harper 
to the Clippers for the rights to Danny Ferry 
and Reggie Williams, who never panned 
out in Cleveland. Unfortunately at that time 
it seemed that the Cavaliers were in posi- 
tion to finally unseat the Bulls and the 
search to find a replacement at the off 
guard continues on, trying to find someone 
who can do like Harper did in his prime. 
They tried Craig Ehlo but he preferred com- 

» ing off the bench, but again the fans stayed 
with their team. One may ask how much 
can the fans take, it's almost like the Cub 
fans who have been waiting for such a long 
time'to have a championship brought to the 
home base. 

But one thing has too be said about the 

.fans of Cleveland, they are faithful and 
don't want others bashing thelr teams, that 
is a right they hold golely because they 
have suffered through the anguish and the 
pain, And no one should dare comment 
about their past misfortunes because the 
fans always remain optimistie'and proud of 
their teams. 

Until then, Cleveland fans hang in, as | 
know you will because when the cham- 
pagne is served it will be sweet and well

State announces 1995 
home ownership program 


Lieutenant Gov, Nancy P. Hol- 
lister today announced that the 
Ohio Housing Finance Agency is 
making available $25 million in 
mortgage credit certificates 
(MCC's) to help more than 1,500 
low and moderate-income Ohioans 
purchase homes. 

“The State of Ohio is committed 
to providing affordable home 
ownership opportunities," Lt. Gov, 
Hollister said. "Thraqugh flexible 
financing tools Such as the 
mortgage credit certificate, the Ohio 
Housing Finance Agency is helping 
low and moderate-income Ohioans 
purchase their own homes." 

Mortgage credit certificates 
reduce the home buyer's federal tax 
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liability, thereby reducing the 
federal income tax paid by the 
home buyer. Potential home buyers 
can apply for MCC's in conjunction 
with their normal loan applications. 
The $25 million in credits will be 
Ristributed statewide through par- 
ticipating lenders, and will help 
finance approximately $100 million 
in mortgages. 

The MCC program is a flexible 
financing tool because it can be 
used in conjunction with any financ- 
ing product the home buyer is al- 
ready using, Eligible applicants 
must meet income and home sales 
price guidelines as designated by 
the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. Ap- 
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plicants must be first-time home 
buyers or persons purchasing 
homes in targeted areas. 

The Ohio Housing Finance 
Agency is a division within the Ohio 
Department of Development. It is 
governed by a nine-member board 
of directors, each member repre- 
senting a different segment of the 
housing industry and consumers, 
The board is chaired by Vincent J. 
Lombardi, the Ohio Department of 
Development's director of housing 
and community development.

The hotline system is totally 
automated and cost efficient for the coun- 
ty in that no additional stati or equipment 
is needed in its operation. 

Callers are asked to provide as much 
information as possible about the person 
suspected of committing fraud. When 
using the hotline, it is not necessary for 
callers to give their names and phone 
numbers, but are encouraged to do so in 
the event additional information is 
needed to substantiate alleged abuse. 
Calls made anonymously are treated like 
all other calls and are investigated by the 
Franklin County Department of Human 
Services who operates the system for the 
commissioners. 

Last year, $663,200,404 in benefits 
(Aid to Dependent Children, General As- 
sistance, Disability Assistance, Food 
Stamps, and Medicaid) were issued 


through the County Department of 
Human Services. During that same 
period, the county prosecuted cases 
totaling $198,427 and recovered ap- 
proximately $627,895 in overpayments. 
The county usually prosecutes cases 
when the dollar amount is $2,000 or 
more. Those cases with a dollar total of 
less than $2,000 are treated as “overpay- 
ments" and are pursued through Civilcol- 
lection 

“We're pleased with the job we've 
been doing in the area of controlling wel- 
fare fraud in our county,” said Commis- 
sioner Dewey R. Stokes. “We encourage 
all of our county residents to join us in our 
fight against fraud by picking up their 
phones and calling the hotline at 462- 
7111."

difficult for poor families to receive 
their child support payments. 
The House voted last week, by 


measUm. after adding a provision 
on the tloor which would limit wel- 
fare recipients to two years of 
benefits within any five-year 
period, with no exceptions. The bill 
also eliminated a provision, pushed 
by the Voinovich administration, 
which would have required 
employers to send federal W-4 
wage forms to the Department of 
Human Services, and eliminated 
cash assistance for additional 
children born to welfare recipients, 
giving them instead a voucher for 
some additional amount 

Tavares Was outraged by the 
reversal 

"We had a bill we were all proud 
of, that we had worked very, very 
hardon, Tavares said, Advocates 
tor poor families had also worked 
on the bill, which had a balance of 
incentives and sanctions designed 
to promote education and work 
while not punishing the poor, 
Tavares stated. The bill had even 
been touted nationally as an ex- 
ample of bipartisan consensus on 
welfare 

But all that ended with the addi- 
tion of the three amendments. 

Tavares was particularly in- 
censed by the manner in which the 
changes were made 

‘They allowed proposals that 
were not even addressed in the 
committee,” Tavares charged 
There had been no previous dis- 
cussion of the two-year limit in the

Committee, Tavares said. 

Chery! Quaye, a spokesperson 
for House Speaker Joann David- 
son, defended the House's action 

“There wasn't ever any agree- 
ment that was come to as far as 
what would and not appear in the 
bill," Quaye said, despite the 28-1 
vote of the Finance-Appropriations 
Mommittee on the welfara reform 
bill, “Frankly, some of our mem- 
bers felt vary strongly about some 
of the issues, and were nat able to 
offer those amendments in 
Finance Committee,” because 
they were not. members, Quaye 
said 

But Tavares was not satisfied 
with the arguments raised by the 
Republicans 

“It Was taking the chicken way 
out,” Tavares said of the House 
Republicans’ support for the 
amendments on the floor. “It was 
gutless.” 

The revised bill incurred the 
wrath of both the advocates and 
the governor. 

The House vote represented a 
"setback," said Mark Real, Ohio 
director of the Children’s Defense 
Fund. Real said the most provision 
will be time limits, “They're very 
inflexible, It's two years, with no 
exceptions.” 


The governor's office was dis- 
turbed about the turn the measure 
had taken, "The whole bill is built 
on logical consequences of your 
actions," said Mike Dawson, a 
spokesperson for Gov. Voinovich 
"The bill is designed to help people 
who want to move from welfare-to 
work, and it also’sanctions people 
who don't want todo the things that 


are required to get their welfare 
check.” Buf the delicate balance 
was undermined by the addition of 
the two-year time limit 

"A two-year time limit is ar- 
bitrary," Dawson said. “Our bill 
wants to pul people to work as 
quickly as possible. Some people 
might take two weeks; some 
people might take 30 days; and 
porne, peaple, might tare dh eC... 
than two.years, Somebod vo 
working hard at trying to get from 
welfare to work, and in two years it 
doesn't work out. If they're not 
doing What they're supposed to Be 
doing, there are sanctions provided 
for in the bill anyway." 

The governor had a "very 
strong” objection to the House's 
decision to delete the mandate that 
employers provide W-4 informa- 
tion, apparently based on the com- 
plaints of many small business 
owners who were angered at the 
additional paperwork. The Legis- 
lative Budget Office said that this 
provision alone would result in an 
additional $70 million in child sup- 
port payments being awarded to 
custodial parents, “That money is 
owed to those children, and we 
ought to make every reasonable 
step to make sure that they get it,” 
Dawson said. "The more money 
that we get paid from non-custodial 
parents to their children, the less 
money that taxpayers are going to 
have to pay out,” 

The bill will go to the senate, 
where its prospects for passage in 
the present form are ‘uncertain. 
While there is sentiment in the 
Senate for the House plan, the 
governor is expected to lobby 
strongly against at least some of 
the provisions added by the House.
